A Remarkable and Successful Sur- 
gical Operation in New York. 


Dead Tissue Replaced by Muscles Taken 
From a Dog and Eagrafted in the Arm of 
a Young Woman-—The First Operation of 
the Kind Ever Performed in This Coun- 


try. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, April 30.—An unusual surgical opera- 
tion was recently performed in Béllevue Hospital. 
It is probably the most important case in the his- 
tory of the hospital since the retirement of that 
eminent surgeon, the late Dr. James Wood. New 
interest is added by reason of the fact that it is the 
first time that what is known as muscle grafting has 
ever been accomplished in the United States It 
has been performed by Prof. Valeria of Denmark, 
but it remained for Bellevue to imitate the impor- 
tant treatment in this country. The history of the 
case, from a surgical standpoint, is now being pre- 
pared, but, although performed several weeks ago, 
it has not been publicly announced. Annie Flin- 
nell, 23 years of age. earned her living as a laun- 
dress. In July, 1884, she met with an accident by 
which she lost the use of her rightarm. While en- 
gaged at her work she was so unfortunate as to 
catch ber hand between the rollers of a mangie in 
the laundry. Her arm wasdrawn in between the 
rolls. No bones were broken, but the forearm was 
crushed and suffered deep laceration just below the 
elbow Joint. The muscles were  bad- 
ly torn at the elbow. This was ac- 
companied by the loss of _ tissues. It 
required several weeks to heal the wound and the 
member was crippled. She was able to move her 
arm only with great difficulty, and practically

pa any as she was, she was unfitted for work, and, 
without means to employ surgical aid, applied for 
treatment at Bellevue. She entered the hospital 
on February 7, but there was great delay in reach- 
ing her case. Muscle grafting was considered the 
only method that coulu be employed that would 
restore to her the use of the arm. Finally it was 
arranged that the operation should be performed 
on April 5. It took place in the ampitieatre or 
— operating-room of the hospital. Besides the 
ull surgical corps, a number of medical 
students were present. One of the visiting sur- 

eons conducted it, and it lasted half an hour. A 

ealthy dog was secured that was to furnish the 
muscle that was to take the place of the dead tix 
sue. The young womanwas put under the in- 
fluence of ether and place! on the operating table.

Single-Handed a Tramp Rifles the 
Contents of the Safe. 


George N. Davis, the Express Messen- 
ger, Fatally Wounded—Peter Webber 
the Baggageman, Also Seriously 
Wounded—A Gallant Fight Made 
by Davis—The Thief, a Murderer, 
Secures a Large Amount and Makes 
His Escape.

Curcaco, April 30.— The Louisville express on the 
Louisville, New Albany and Chicago railroad, due 
bere at 8 o'clock this morning, was stopped near 
Harrodsburg, Ind., shortly before midnight by a 
band of masxed robbers. The latter were on horse- 
back and compelled the engineer and fireman to 
leave their engine. Entering the express car, the 
American Express messenger was covered with a 
revolver and refusing to unlock the safe, was shot 
dead. The safe was broken open, but was found to 
contain but $400. The scene of the robbery is 
among hills and stone quarries, and is thinly set- 
tled! 

The Louisville express arrived about three hours 
late, and the passengers and train men relate an en- 
tirely different account of the robbery than 
the one first telegraphed. It appears that 
there was no organized band of 
highwaymen. Shortly before the train shonid 
have reached Bloomington, a man having the ap- 
pearance of a tramp entered theexpress car from 
the smoking car, armed with a heavy hickory stick.

gested that a change might be beneficial, and ia- 
vited him to become his guest at the White House, 
indefinitely. After consideration Col. Lamont ac- 
cepted, and all his —_ effects were transferred 
to the White ouse to-day. Mrs. Lamont

Referring to the alleged advance 
of Russian troops previous tothe fight. He says 
that *only a sotnia of Turcomans had advanced 
toward Penj-deh, but they had no intention of at- 
tacking the Afghans, apd withdrew when the latter 
approached them in a hostile attitude. Gen. 
Komaroff reiterates his former assertion regarding 
the audacity and arrogance Sof the Afghans, their 
daily drawing near the Russian camp, their ooeu - 
pation of a commandiug position on the left 
of the camp, and other events that led up to the 
battle.

The Corot in the Pettes Collection. 
There are some Corots that require the authority 
of written certificates to stamp their genuineness, 
others that carry on their face unquestionable evi- 
dence of their authenticity. That now on exhibi- 
tion at the Pettes Art Galleries, purchased as it was 
from the collection of a wealthy banker and art 
connoisseur at The Hague, has all the advantage of 
undoubted history to establish it; but, above and 
beyond all, it carries unmistakably the imprint of 
the great painter-poet’s genius. A finer example 
of Corot, when at his best, was never seen any- 
where, Thewhite light of early morning, as it 
steals up over the distant horizon and gradually 
ilumines the gray sky, throwing into shadowy re- 
lief the graceful birch trees with their fluttering 
foliage; the suggestion of color in the dresses of the 
women in the foreground; the tender depth of the 
atmosphere with its masterly perspective, in short, 
the entire composition, bespeaks the one and only 
genius that could thus interpret nature. It is a 
poem on canvas, stirring the emotions profoundly,

THE LAW'S DELAY. 

Ornos H. McCormick, the reaper man, is 
dead, but the New York Court of Appeals yes- 
terday decided in his favor a suit begun by him 
against the Pennsylvania Railroad twenty-three 
years ago for the value of trunks containing 
clothing and jewelry belonging to his wife, 
which were destroyed by fire in the depot the 
morning the trunks arrived in Chicago. On 
the first trial, over twenty years ago, the jury 
found a verdict in his favor for $16,400, and 
mow the New York Court of Appeals gives 
judgment in his favor for that améunt with 
interest. But in the meantime the case had 
already been passed upon four times by the 
Supreme Court and three times by the Court 
of Appeals, and has probably cost each of the 
parties to it much more than the whole amount 
of the judgment. As both the McCormick 
estate and the railroad company are able to 
indulge ad libitum in such expensive contests, 
there is no telling how nfuch longer this litiga- 
tion will continue. 

At Palestine, Texas, yesterday, Mrs. Mary 
OrMAN for the third time obtained a verdict 
against the Missouri Pacific for $12,000 for the 
killing of her husband. But for the third time 
the defendant has anpealed, and it is as notori- 
ous as it is scandaloys that such an able-bodied 
litigant can wear out with the law’s delays the 
life and meansof an ordinary plaintiff. It is 
coming to pass that nobody thinks of standing 
on his legal rights against a railroad company, 
or refusing to settle with it, on its own terms, 
all claims for damage to person or property. 

Theoretically all men are equal before the 
law in our courts, but not only in civil but in 
criminal cases the inequality between the rich 
and the poor, or between the strong and the 
weak, is notorious and startling. The friendless 
prisoner is railroaded to the Penitentiary or 
the gallows, while the criminal who can enlist 
an array of great lawyers in his defense gets

Uhrig's Cave License. 
Sr. Lovrsy April 80, 1888. 

To the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch. 

By the morning papers I see that a bill has passed 
the House of Delegates to divide block 929, so that 
“the proprietors of Ubrig’s Cave can obtain a 
dramshop license.” This is not exactly a correct 
statement, for the present proprietors, Thomas and 
Frank McNeary, are precluded from obtaining such 
license not only at their present place, but any- 
where in St. Louis, having been convicted of violat- 
ing the license laws: nor can they be employed by 
any other proprietor as assistants, without hig for- 
feiting his own license. Both the Revised Statutes 
of the State and the municipal laws are explicit on 
that point. No collector could knowingly grant a 
license, in violation of such laws, without making 
himself liable to criminal prosecution. 


As to the division of the block itself for the sake 
of extending dramshop privil it would bea 
clear infringement of the rights and 
householders on the block as it now stan All of 
them on the Washington avenue front and two-thirds 
on Locust street are opposed to it. The Revised 
Statutes and the city laws give them the right to 
protect themselves from dramshop encroachments 
on the legally established block as itis, and as it 
was whenthe State and city laws were 

Tne Municipal Assembly has no equitable right to 
practically annul the law by an ar 
division of the block and thus deprivé the taxpayers 
and householders of the power of self-protection. 
It has no right to call that a “biock” 
which is not a block.“ either by usage or author- 
ized definition of the word. Such an act would be 
a high-handed abuse of power, in favor of dram- 
shop inte estsrand against the rights of good citi- 
zenship. 

As it was well said by the Post-Dispatce six 
months ago, it would be a precedent of great dan- 
er. No block inthe city would be secure from 
ke encroachment, and it would be well for ali law- 
abiding citizens to consider this matter as one o 
general interest.

Thus, whether Russia turns off afterward to 
Merv or not, the extension of her railway system 
to Sarakhs will have the effect of reducing the gap 
between the railways of Europe and India to less 
than 600 miles. But I do not believe that the pub- 
lic would be satisfied with this state of affairs. 
Relatively the Russian locomotive would be far too 
close to Herat, and consequently. our Candahar 
line would be pushed on absolutely to Herat. This 
done, the gap would be reduced to a paltry 200 
miles, and there can be hardly a doubt that the 
moment a period of peace ensued the pressure of 
commerce would quickly bring about a junction. 

Hence, I hold that in a Wry few years’ time India 
and Europe will be joined together by a quick route 
of railway running through Herat, and the traffic 
speeding along it, even if it be only passenger, will 
revolutionize the Russo-Indian regions, and efface 
the southern portion of the Afghan bafrier. 


Rail Routes to the Debatable Land.

On the Indian side, when the Oandahar railway 
was recommenced the terminal point was Sibi, 599 
miles from Herat. The sanctioned extension to 
Pishin will carry the lise to within 100 miles of 
Oandabar, or 469 miles of the Key of India. Thus, 
if we go no farther, Russia will be 81 miles nearer 
Herat with her locomotive than ourselves. 

At £5,000 a mile, the estimated cost of the Can- 
dahar railway, the outlay on our section to Herat, 
469 miles, would be £2,345,000, the country being 
more difficult between Candahar and Herat than 
between Askabad and Sarakhs. In this manner, 
when the sanctioned extensions are finished, all the, 
expenditure that will be needed to establish through 
communication between Europe and India by rau- 
way will be lees than £4,000,000 sterling.
